Last Barrier—Burial Will Be Made 
Fobruary 19 

Cave City, Ky. Feb. 16—Death 
snatched Floyd. Collins before rescue 
workers could reach their: goal. The 
rescue workers late today smashed 
through the last wall of the dungeon 
that had imprisoned. Collins for seven- 
teen days and found that: death had 
beaten them by many hours. 

Sand Cave had ¢lutched Collins with 
one dank hand and had fought off the 
outside world with the other. Collins’ 
whose name had been on the lips of 
a nation ‘or two weeks, was dead, a 
victim of ihe cave whose wonders he 
discovered and which finally . lured 
him to his doom. 

Even then the forces.of nature with- 
in Baxid Cave only: allowed the world 
to creep through a. tiny hole to 
gitmpse the lifeless and crumpled 
bedy of the victim whom it had in- 
spired with its secrets. The huge 
boulder which fell upon Collins’ leg 
and sealed his fate as he retreated 
from the cave on January 380, stili 
pinioned his foot to the cavern floor, 
and it was finally decided to ampu- 
tate the foot so that the body might 
be removed, 

The body of the cavern’s victim will 
be interred in Mammoth Cave ceme- 
tery on Thursday. 

When the rescue crews, who had 
removed one heavy obstacle after an- 
other, had pecked to a point some 
tbree feet from the goal, the cave sud- 
desiy revealed its victim. 

Kentucky lost its fight, but, as al- 
ways in time of distress, the whole na- 
tion gave of its money and men to the 
werk. It is estimated by observers 
tuat the work of rescue and of telling 
the world the story has cost at least 
$200,000. Kentucky’s bill for soldiers 
and machines alone must be close to 
$75,000. And the Red Cross spent 
thcusands of dollars in feeding the 
tired workers. 

The hole through which the digging 
men lowered themselves into the cave 
was found to be just six feet from 
the trap. that held Collins so relent- 
lessly in its grip. 

x Opee in the natural tunnel}, the res- 
euers found themselves just above the 


wabterranean exploref’s body and be- 
1 tween it and the cavein that cut off 


the rescuers, who would have taken 
him out of Sand Cave by its natural 
entrance. : 

The reacuers found that the cavein 
had completely closed the natural 
tuunel leading from the mouth of the 
cave, some sixty-odd feet, to Collins’ 
trap, and, they say, this must have cut 
off some of his air and added to his 
suffering and horror. 


A week from the day Collins be- 
came entombed, work began-on the 
rescue shaft through which he fi- 
nally was reached. This shaft was 
sunk almost directly toward the pris- 
oner. At the same time fadio tests 
were made over the wire leading to 
the electric bulb on Collins’ chest and 
the resulting indications inspired the 


‘beef that Collins still lived. 


Extra militiamen were sent to hold 
the crowds of sightseers, and the

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HISTORY OF TRAGEDY 
-THAT GRIPPED NATION 


Cave City, Ky—Collins was trapped 
in Sand Cave at 10 o’clock Friday 
morning, Junuary 30,:-by the fall of a 
boulder on his foot. He was exploring 
the tunnrl of an cold cavern, the front 
part of which had collapsed years ago, 
forming tho ravine which leads up to 
the limestone ledge in which the 
mouth of &xnd Cave ia located. 

Some time, Weinesday night, Feb- 
ruary “4, he was fed the last time. 
Early the next. day .a rescue party 
heard his cries from behind the cavein 
for the last time. ibe 

F2lowing his entrapment his plight 
rer.ained un-discéveréd for twenty- 
fotir hours, when on January $1; Jew- 
eli. ates, a young neighbor. boy, pene- 

‘trated Sand Cave far enough. to hear 
his cries fur help. ; " 

Neighbors and his-brothers. at once 
vegan: efforts to dig him. out and re- 
lease the rock atid dirt witich pinioned 
his legs. All euch efforts were un- 
successful, and ‘outside helpers, who 
had: cleared. away the dirt as far as 
his knees, were blocked ‘by. repeated 
cave-ins in the tunnel, just above 
Collins. Finally state officials 
stopped the rescue efforts through the 
natural tunnel as too dangerous and 
the shaft rescue plan was started Fri- 
day. ; : 

In spite of the handicaps-of lack of 
ptoper tools and materials for such a 
mining operation, the work | pro- 
gressed unceasingly until the odor of 
banana oil, sprayed into Collins’: cave 
Sunday night, became unmistakabie 
Tuesday aight in the shaft, through a 
sandy ‘ayer in the bottom of the shaft 
just be‘ow the forty foot level. 

The uatural tunnel down which Col- 
lins had crawled in search of a new 
cavern, was about 126 feet from the 
surface to the spot where Collins lay. 
The rescue shaft, started a few feet 
{n front of the natural mouth of the 
Cave in a limestone ledge, was aimed 
as a perpendicular tube, the shortest 
line to reach him in the bottom of the 
tortuous natural tunnel. 

February 18—Earth crevice found 
at 60 foot level proves impassable. af- 
ter few- feet of penetration. Workers 
in shaft and tunnel hear Collins 
cough. 

February 14—-Conversation tests be- 
tween shaft and tunnel, indicates they 
are only few feet apart. Shaft down 
55% feet at 2:15 p. m. and digging 
ceases on bottom while plans for lat- 
eral tunnel are perfected. 

February 15—Seven feet of lateral 
shaft opened and timbered under 
great difficulty because of soft mud 
filled with big limestone boulders. 

February 16—Visiting engineers 
praised shaft as perfect piece of ‘work. 
Two military physicians added «to 
those to visit Collins soon as found in 
effort to resuscitate him. Start work 
on limesteoe roof over Collins. 

February 17—Collins was reached 
and fourc dead at 2:45 p. m.
